II. CLIMATE ; TINE OF YISIT. 

Japan stretches from 2l.°45'. North Latitude (tk 
most southern point of the Formosa) to 50.°56 
(Shiimnslm Island, the most northerly of tl 
Knriles), and from 119.°20'. East Longitude (tl 
Pescadores of the Formosa) to 156.°82'. (Shumusb^ 
The country accordingly extends over 29 degrees 
latitude, and more than 37 of longitude. The lau< 
however, which the tourist frequents, are Hond 
(Mainland) ; Kyushiu (the South-Westem) a 
bhikoku (the Southern). 

The climate of the above three islands is genera- 
mild and healthy through the year ; but, the b« 
time to visit is April and May in the Spring, 
October and November in ttia koXjomoi. ^ 
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former has the cherry hlossoms and other beautiful 
flowers while the latter the chrysanthemums and 
golden maples. From the last part of January to 
tbe beginning of March is cold and disagreeable 
with the exclusion of the Hot Springs of Atami and 
Dogo and some other winter resorts. From the end 
of Jnly to the beginning of September is hot and 
often wet though there are many exceptional 
regions cool, such as Nikko, Hakone and Arima and 
otiier numerous summer retreats. The late Spring 
is windy ; the last ten days of June and the first ten 
%8 of July are the rainy season (Baiu). Septem- 
^r is wet and December comparatively dry.

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III. HOTELS ; INNS ; REST HOUSES ; 6U 

Most of the principal cities (Tokyo, Kyo 
Osaka), the open ports (Yokohama, Kob 
Nagasaki) and other famous places (Miyan 
Kamaknra, Nikko, Ikao, Sendai, Shiznoka, ^i 
Takaraznka and Shimonoseki etc.) have 
conducted in foreign style. The charge a1 
hotels is from ^ 4.00 to ^ 10.00 or more 
(every thing included except wines) ; but to 
good accommodation may be had for J: 7 to jt 8 
In less important places frequented by 
guests, there are semi-foreign hotels and higl 
Japanese style inns, well conducted and 
kept, and in some of these inns foreign dishe 
be served. Travellers, however, intending 
at these places will do well to carry sheets, bl 
and pillows with them. As there are some p 
this country where foreign meals can i 
obtained, travellers to those places are ad^ 
take a store of canned provisions with them.

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travellers should give some extra money called

Bnt as this has caused much trouble to foreign 
travellers, a league has been organized by a number 
of Inn-keepers with the intention of abolishing 
chadai. There are now inns where no such present 
is expected. 

Rest Houses. — Along nearly all the routes in 
tlie country stand small huts in shady places or 
where a fine view may be commanded. The 
traveller who rests and refreshes himself in those 
lints should not omit to give a small amount of 
money. At other rest houses where travellers may 
rest for a little while, also some tea money should be 
paid and in case some services for cooking etc., are 
foqnired or rooms occupied for tiffin, they must pay 
* suitable charge.

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The wages of guides, in general, are U 8.00 a day, 
but when special explanations or translations are 
required U 8.60 to J: 4.00 is charged. There is also a 
class of servant called ryoko-hoy (travelling-boy) 
whose wages are less than Jc 2. Ladies can also 
engage a Japanese maid. If tourists prefer English 
speaking students to professional guides, they can very 
easily be obtained especially in summer, when most 
of the schools are closed. As these students are 
chiefly actuated by a desire to practise English, 
their wages are not so high as those of professional 
guides, but, at the same time, it must be remembered 
that some of them lack the experience of professional 
guides both in travelling and in the treatment of 
foreign guests. 



lY. TRAVELLING EXPENSES. 

The cost of travelling depends of course upon the 
habits and tastes of the tourist. If he frequents 
first-class hotels, travels first-class on the railway, 
and prefers driving to jinn/cisha^ he must be 
prepared to spend from J£ 20 to ^25 a day or 
upwards. A traveller of moderate requirements, 
however, may travel comfortably taking a guide,

Custom-House. — Unless injurious to the obje 
of the Customs revenue, the customs officers affo 
to passengers as much magnanimous treatment 
possible. No formal entry, therefore, is required 
personal effects actually brought by passengc 
according to their positions in society, and speci 
attention is given to avoid trouble in the examinati 
of their baggage. Passengers, therefore, must 05 
up every thing freely and give convenience for ^ 
above examination.

The chief sights of Kyoto are :—

The Imperial Palace or Kyoto-Gosho, the former 
residence of the Mikado, is in the Imperial Park. 

The Nijo Palace was built in 1603 by the Shogun 
leyasu. Shugakuin-rikyu, an Imperial Summer 
House, is at the foot of Mt. Hiyei.

It is beyond the power of 
words to express the wonderous beauty of the view of 
this peninsula covered with pine trees growing low 
on the white sands and on the surrounding montains.

Kobe is ttn important port open to foreign tmde 
since 1808. I^efore that period the town of Hyogo 
was the chief hnsiness quarter and Kohe waq only an 
suburban village. The towns are geographically 
divided by the Minatogawa, but practically joined 
into one municipality. Kobe has banks, churches, 
steamer agencies, fine shops of home and foreign pro- 
ducts and is just as popular as Yokohama. It has a 
population of 285,002. 

The principal attractions of Kobe are the pretty 
walks in the neighbourhood and among the hills 
including the following : — 

Wadano-Misaki is a point of land jutting out into 
the sea. The Nunobiki falls, two in number — the 
lower and the upper, are very beautiful and the 
neighbouring hill affords a magnificent view. 

Suwayama has mineral baths and commands a 
fine view of the port and bay.

115 M. Hakata or Fukuoka (Inn — @ Sakaeya) 
is the capital of the Fukuoka Prefecture with 71,047 
inhab. and produces a famous fabric called Hakata- 
ori. There are two public gardens : — the East Gar- 
den noted for its natural landscape and the West 
Garden famed for its fine view. *The Medical 

College of the Kyoto Imperial University is here. 
This place was attacked in the 13th century by the 

Mongolian fleet sent by Kublai Klian, or Koppitsuretsu 
to conquer Japan, but the fleet was entirely destroy- 
ed by the Shikken Hojo Tokhnune. The ruins of the 
stone barrier built on the seashore for protection 

against the attack and a tomb in which thousands of 
enemies were buried, are still to be seen at Hakata. 
For the memory of the above event two grand 
monuments have just boon completed here (Dec- 
ember 1904). Ono is the statue of the Emperor 
Kameyama and another is that of the Buddhist Saint 
Nichireu, both personages having had close connec- 
tions with the affair. Keya-no-Oto is 15 M. west 
of Hakata via Meinohaina. It is a gigantic cliff of

'Wonderful sliape and projects into the sea. Special 
boats for visiting the cave are obtainable at Keya.
